Tewksbury selectmen reappoint 
fired building inspector, 
order incumbent investigated 


Tewksbury selectmen voted to take steps to rehire a building inspector fired in 
1971 and pay him $10,500 in back pay. They also learned the incumbent inspector 
apparently issued a building permit for construction on an illegal lot, and directed 
his office be investigated and legal action taken against the builder responsible. 
oe the selectmen’s support was William Granfield, who was fired as 

ilding inspector in 1971. The firing came after former Selectman Frederick H. 
Baldwin Jr. charged Granfield didn’t kn is j 1 
ered Wh Giatine arriis ow his job well enough and made several 


Granfield sued the town in 
Middlesex Superior Court over the 
firing, and a court auditor's report 
last year found in his favor. 
Judge has yet to officially act on 
the auditor's report though. 

Selectman Neil Niven Jr. 
motioned for the board to direct 
‘Town Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis 
“to consent to an order in the case 
‘accepting the auditor’s report and 
issuing a writ of mandamus to give 
Granfield $10,500 in back wages 
and his reinstatement to be 
accepted immediately upon 
receipt of the issue from the 


court.

Niven's motion was supported 
by Chairman Frank A. Antonelli 
and Selectman Richard A. Adams 
Sr. Voting in the opposition were 
selectmen Joseph J. Whelan and 
Donald E. Sheehan.

Later, 
Antonelli charged, Nawn granted a 
permit for a second home to be 
built on the remaining land. 

Plot plans for a 67,403 square lot 
and a $3,603 square foot lot taken 
out of the first lot were on file in 
Nawn's office, and both were 
drawn up by Surveyor Robert 
Morris, he said 

“I submit to the board there was 
definite knowledge of the action 
taken,” Antonelli charged. 

Antonelli questioned whether 
Paszkowski studied and passed 
titles on both house lots. He also 
questioned whether Nawn “just 
takes your word for a plot plan.” 
He added, “One of these homes is 
built on an illegal lot."* 

Mrs. Sledz said both homes had 
drainage problems, and part of the 
Shawsheen River was apparentl 
filled to provide the lots. Antonelli 
said he knew of no permission 
granted under the Hatch Act to fill 
the river, and said there was an 
apparent violation involved

Niven said he suspected permits 
were granted in many cases for 
‘one home on a lot and then later 
two homes were built on them, On 
further consideration, the 
selectmen unanimously voted to 
have a committee study the 
administration of the building 
department since Nawn took over 

yuilding inspector. 

Zaroulis was unanimously 
instructed to join with Nawn in 
taking “all steps necessary to 
rectify a zoning violation,” ‘The 
selectmen also unanimously 
directed the conservation commis- 
sion to investigate the alleged 
Hatch Act violation “and possibly 
to rectify problems relative to 
both houses.” 

Nawn was also unanimously 
directed not to issue any more 
building permits to DeCarolis or

Mrs. Censullo said because of 
the violation, her home was 
apparently built on an illegal lot 
and she couldn't sell it, Antonelli 
advised the two families to get a 
lawyer to deal with civil aspects of 
the‘case.

Wilmington Planning Board 
will not sign plans for 
“Paper Streets” 


There has been no announcement as such, but the 
Wilmington Planning Board no longer signs plans for property 
(houselots) located om non-existant “paper streets” 
Selectman Danny Gillis heard the news, in the Planning Board 
meeting of Tuesday evening 

‘There is some humor in the situation. Mr. Gillis, long on the 
Planning Board, opposed the adoption of an Official Map in the 
annual Town Meeting, which would wipe out “‘paper streets” 
on the grounds that people who owned lots of land on those 
streets would be hurt. Arthur Harding, the present Chairman 
of the Planning Board was the proponent for an Official Map. 
‘The two men had a gentle clash, in the Town Meeting. 

‘A week ago there was an application before the Planning 
Board for the signing of a plan on a non-existant street, near 
Forest Street. It was turned down by the board, on the ground 
that the street was not able to adequately serve the area. 

Gillis showed up Tuesday. Evidently the applicant had 
called him, He told the Planning Board that the board had 
been signing such applications ever since 1956, when a plan for 
a houselot on Stoen Street was signed. 

‘The board told him they weren't signing any more - and that 
the applicants always have the right to go to the Board of 
Appeals, as is provided in the proposals for the Officjal Map.

The babysitters heard the 
explosion and called police 
Firefighters quickly extinguished 
the blaze, and area police were 
notified. ATF agents, who were in 
Lowell on another case, were 
called in along with state police. 

‘Stephens and his wife were 
attending a banquet for the Subur- 
ban Police Pistol League at Elks 
Headquarters at the time of the 
incident, and only the babysitters 
and children were home. 

‘The second firebombing attempt 
occured when Kenneth Tenney, of 
5 Hinckley Rd., was driving west 
‘on Shawsheen Street Sunday at 
8:50 p.m. Hinckley said as another 
car passed him going ‘east, the 
operator threw a molotov cocktail 
at his car.
